Mawnnantin Parcere.—Thist being the Spring 
season, vernal oblations and sacrifices to local 
divinities are daily occurring, and the Court Cir- 
cular from Government House announces from 
time to time the oflerings presented to the gods 
by official poreonages deputed by Government. 
An arrival from Peking ofan Imperial Envoy, 
in the provineial dialect called Yam-Chai, whose 
name wa Wang, a King, is especially noticed.— 
He has brought with him the Proclamation of a 
general mitigation of punishment to all offenders, 
in consequence of the Empress Mother having 
received a new and dignified tile, denoted by the 
word Hwuy. 

But the most noisy of Vernal Sacrifices oceur- 
red on the 2d day of the 2d moon. This days 
annually devoted to the honor of district divini- 
ties called Too-too Poo-sah; gods of the ground, 
Iti believed that the King of Hades, Yenio- 
Wang, depuies these Poo-sah to overy district 
under heaven: and images of stone or wood, 
representing an old man and an old woman, sit- 
ting by each other, are every where exposed to 
view. In the absence of an image, a four 
square, or @ triangle stone, is set up behind an 
altar and worshipped. At shop doors and the 
gates of private ll where mages are want- 
ing, en inscription or tablet with the words Too 
too Poo-sah is set up, and the immates burn in- 
cense ta it morning and evening. All this is 
done, with the desire that temporal prosperity 
may be induced and continued. 

‘the 2nd day of the 2ud moon is held as the 
Birth-day anniversary of all district gods. — 
Plays are acted; bands of music play; fireworks 
are let off, and feasting on the sacrifices w kept 
up for a week of days and nights at least, by all 
who can afford it. An immensely large rocket, 
called a flour rockot, which costs from ten to a 
hundred dollars, is set off and projects into the 
air a sort of soft ball, to obtaw which te the 
bone of contention, becaure it is believed that 
the happy recipent of it will be prosperous and 
make a great deal of money all the ensuing 
year, So eager ia the contention to ebtain the 
flower Le ball, that wounds, and bruises, 





and death, are occasionally caused by the strife 

If the recipient m during the neat year un 
prosperous, he attributes it to dostiny , which 
the district gods could not everrule. At all 
events he is compelled by the neighbourhood to 
furnish a rocket at at the Birth-day Anniversary 
the ensuing year. These ceremonies are gene- 
rally conducted by the people, who form Socie- 
ties for the purpose, without the interference of 
Budh or other Priesta.

She knows with 
what jealousy the Cabinets not of England and 
of France alone, bet of almost every Continen- 
tal power, must regard her progress at the pre- 
rent moment. It is by good faith alone that she 
can maintain herself against such a coalition as 
could soon be formed against her. 

Great praise is therefore duc to the steadiness 
ofthe men, who, suspected of being too favour- 
able to military adventures, withstood every 
temptation to war, and kept their country aloof 
from the struggle, and in a condition to look to 
ite termination without the fever of partisans.—

Nracarna Farrts.—The Biddle Stair-way. 
—The public are informed that a stair-way of 
great strength has just been completed at the foot 
of Iris Island, affording a sate and easy passage 
toa ition more favourable than any other, 
for viewing the stupenduous work of nature, and 
hitherto inaccessible, except now and then, to 
an occasional and daring adventurer. The ele- 
vation of the island above the margin of the 
river or basin below is 185 feet. The descent 
of the first 40 feet is effected by a flight of steps, 
commeneing in the interior of the island and 
d ding on an inclined plane to the brow of 
the perpendicular work, through a dugway, wal- 
led on both sides; the second light is by a spiral 
stair way of 88 steps, down a perpendicular 
building in the shape of a hexagon, seventy feet 
high and 9 feet in diameter, resting on a strong 
timber frame work, bedded on a foundation of 
stone, and supported by a central shaft of white 
oak, 70 feet in length, 20 inches in diameter at 
bottom, and 12 at top; and by 12 correspond- 
ing tiers of perpendicular posts, which form the 
exterior of the building and rests on the same 
foundation with the main shaft, to which they 
are framed by the risers, or lotizontal timbers 
that sustain the steps—and the whole hand- 
somely enclosed with clapboards. From the foot 
of the building to the river below (about 80 
feet) are three paths formed of stone steps, and 
leading to the water in different directions. 

This work will add greatly to the attractions of 
the falls. It enables the visitor to place himself 
at the bottom of the abyss, midway between 
the two descending sheets, where, surrounded 
by rushing waters and impending rocks, the 
spectacle w magnificiently sublime and electri- 
fying. It has opened, too, one of the best fishe- 
ries of the western waters—the discovery hav- 
ing been recently made that the extensive ha- 
ven or eddy between the two falls abounds with 
fish of the largest and finest kinds that inhabit our 
lakes. Fish find their way without difficulty 
from lake Ontario to this place, where their fur- 
ther progress is arrested by the falls; and they 
form a rendezvous in this extensive pool of pure 
water, where they find abundance of food in the 
debies of the falls, where they are easily taken, 
at any time of day, with a hook and line 

The public are indebted, for thie improve- 
ment, to Nicholas Biddle, Esq., President of the 
Bank of the United States, who was lately on a 
visit to the Falls, and learning that the spiral 
statrway on the British side had been built by 
the subscriptions of certain citizens of Boston, 
and perceiving the increased interest which 
would be added to the scenery by making the 
basen of Iris Island accessible, generously, pro- 
posed to one of the proprietors of the island, to 
commence the construction of the stairway, and 
draw on him for the expense.
